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Officials Hear Citizens’ Views 
On New Greenbelt Master Plan

The Franklin D. Roosevelt High School could possibly open on 
time even if a different site than parcel 2 is selected now—that 
seemed to be the implication in a remark by County Commissioner 
Francis Francois. Speaking at a public hearing on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 10, in the Greenbelt Municipal Building on the Proposed 
Master Plan for College Park-Greenbelt and Vicinity, Commis¬ 
sioner Francois responded to expressed concern over the deferment 
of construction of a proposed senior high school. “If we act prompt¬ 
ly on a site,” he said he had been “assured,” there would be “no 

significant delay,” he told the audience. __ 

Since the location of a Senior 




High School on parcel 2, as shown 
in the Master Plan, was the princi¬ 
pal objection to the Plan expressed 
by the city, as well as by many 
citizens at the meeting, Francois 
noted that the record for the 
Master Plan hearing would remain 
open until October 15, permitting 
the contents of the September 29 
School Board hearing on the locat¬ 
ion of the school to be incorpor¬ 
ated. Gladys Spellman, the only 
other Commissioner present, con¬ 
curred. 

The over-all tone of the Sept¬ 
ember 10 meeting was amicable, 
set off by some good-natured spar¬ 
ring between Francois and Mayor 
Francis W. White, both candidates 
for county commissioner on op¬ 
posing slates in the County prim¬ 
ary election. In fact, Francois 
brought a laugh from the audience 
when, in introducing White, he ex¬ 
pressed the hope that White would 
be Mayor of Greenbelt for many 
years. 

W r ith the exception of some con¬ 
troversy centering chiefly on the 
proposed location of the high school 
and the plans for a perimeter 
road, the overall reception given to 
the Master Plan was favorable. 
Revisions made over the past six 
years have reduced the proposed 
future density by more than 2,000 
dwellings units (for comparison, 
there are 1600 units in Old Green¬ 
belt), in addition, the Master Plan 
now incorporates several areas 
zoned single-family homes instead 
of apartments. 

White was first of three speakers 
who read prepared statements at 
the meeting. White spoke for the 
city council, Rhea Cohen, repre- 


sen ted the Save Our Community - dti who wi „ be given three 

Committee, and Royal D. Breash- 
ears represented Greenbelt Homes 


Inc. As expected, these statements 
showed similarities in the posit¬ 
ions represented—objections to the 
high school on parcel 2 because of 
anticipated traffic tie-ups on the 
narrow, nearby roads; and a desire 
for lower density zoning of the 
Golden Triangle. 

Perimeter Road Positions 

SOCC differed from the other 
two, however, in its attitude to¬ 
ward a proposed perimeter road, 
which is shown on the MNCPPC 
map as roughly paralleling the 
northern boundary of the city. City 
council and GHI strongly support 
the eventual construction of such a 
road to provide access to parcels 1 
and 2 in the northeastern corner of 
the city. But, SOCC opposes such 
a road, recommending elimination 
of the middle portion so that there 
would be no through road to at¬ 
tract traffic in a short-cut from 
Kenilworth to Greenbelt Road, 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. 

SOCC endorses construction of a 
road connecting Springhill Lake, 
over the Beltway, with Kenilworth 
near Crescent Road, the paving of 
Ridge Road, from Lakeside North 
to Lastner Lane; and construction 
of a “collector roadf” from Parcels 
1 and 2 with a bridge over the B-P 
Parkway and continuing through 
the Smith-Ewing tract to Green¬ 
belt Road. 

Both the city's and GHI state-

The one area where local senti¬ 
ment differed from the county 
concerned the race for five coun¬ 
ty commissioners. Here two Green- 
belters, Mayor Francis White and 
Perry Smith led the field in Green¬ 
belt, followed by John J. Garrity 
Francis B. Francois, and Francis 
J, Aluisi (see chart on page 3). 
The winners countywise were Al¬ 
uisi, Francois, Garrity, Samuel W. 
Bogley, and Winfield M. Kelly, Jr., 
as White came in sixth, some 1,200 
votes behind. 

Outside of the county commis¬ 
sioners’ race and that for State’s 
Attorney, the Alliance for Action 
slate got a Greenbelt high vote for 
every major post. These included 


Details of Sept. 29 Hearing 
Outlined by School Board 

Prince Georges County citizens 
will have the opportunity to ex¬ 
press their views, either in sup¬ 
port of or in opposition to, the 
planned location of a new high 
school scheduled to be constructed 
in Greenbelt, at a public hearing 
on Tuesday, September 29. 

The public hearing, called for by 
the Board of Education in response 
to a request made by the Mayor of 
Greenbelt, will start at 8 p.m. in 
the multi-purpose room of Green¬ 
belt Junior High School. 

By previous action, the Board 
of Education resolved to construct 
three new schools—one elementary, 
one junior high, and one senior 
high—on a 73-acre plot of land in 
Greenbelt. 

Since that decision, opposition 
to the proposed senior high school 
site has been voiced by the Green¬ 
belt community. 

Funds for the immediate con¬ 
struction of a new school were 
deleted from the current financing 
program by the County Commis¬ 
sioners of Prince Georges County. 

Participants in the public hear¬ 
ing will include: staff members of 
the Superintendent of Schools, who 
will review the history of the loca¬ 
tion; representatives of the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission who will pre¬ 
sent the Commission’s views; a rep¬ 
resentative of the City to present 
the views of the City; civic organi¬ 
zation representatives, with one 
speaker per organization, who will 
be given five minutes to express 
his group’s views; and individual 


minutes each to express their per¬ 
sonal views. 

At a later date, after delibera¬ 
tion, the Board of Education will 
make its recommendation to the 
State Superintendent of Schools in 
accordance with Section 47(b) of 
Article 77 of the Annotated Code 
of Maryland.

las Station Approved 

On Wednesday, September 2, the 
Prince Georges County Planning 
Board voted approval of a Spring- 
hill Lake request for a change in 
zoning from R-R (Rv.ral Residen¬ 
tial) to C-2 to permit construction 
of a gasoline station on 0.8529 
acres of land on the west side of 
Kenilworth Avenue near the State 
Roads Commission Building. The 
city council and the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission staff had previously 
recommended approval. The coun¬ 
ty commissioners will have the 
final say. 

The application (A-8147), filed by 
Albert H. Small and associates, was 
approved with the stipulation that 
the tract be developed in accord¬ 
ance with the submitted site and 
design plan. 

The city’s arrangement with 
Springhill Lake calls for approxi¬ 
mately two-thirds of the land to be 
dedicated to the city to serve as a 
buffer zone between the station 
and homes on the opposite side of 
Kenilworth Ave. The city will thus 
be able to control the type of 
screening that will be used. 

The city has also stipulated that 
no other uses than a gasoline sta¬ 
tion be permitted for the tract. 


Tydings, Hart Win Here As 
F. White Runs Strong Race 

With most of the interest centered on the Democratic primary, 
Greenbelt Democrats last Tuesday pretty much followed the county 
and State trends. They gave Govenor Marvin Mandel a whopping 
vote, favored Senator Joseph Tydings and Congressional seat seeker 
Royal Hart with large majorities, and helped elect a slew of candi- 
dates supported by the Alliance for Action group. 

3 candidate? for House of Delegat¬ 
es (Pauline H. Menes, Arthur 
Dorman, and David Gray Ross), 
Edward T. Conroy for State Sen¬ 
ator, Don Edward Ansell for Sher¬ 
iff, and three candidates for Or¬ 
phan’s Court judges (Stewart B. 
Preston, Thomas V. Moore, and 
Ronald G. Maurice). All these 
candidates were winners at the 
county level except Preston. In 
the State’s Attorney race, Arthur 
A. Marshall of the County Demo¬ 
crats ’70 group received the high 
Greenbelt vote. 

Republican Results 
On the Republican side, all the 
candidates endorsed by the Repub¬ 
lican Central Committee won han¬ 
dily in Greenbelt. These includ¬ 
ed John R. Burcham, Jr., Robert 
A. Crawley, Gerard F. Holcomb, 
Lucille B. Potts, and Raymond G. 
LaPlaca for county commissioners; 
William N. McKeever, Jr. for sher¬ 
iff; and Joseph M. Bryan, C. Paul 
Hickman, and Larry F. Hoffman 
for House of Delegates. Green¬ 
belt Republican voters also sup¬ 
ported C. Stanley Blair for Gov¬ 
ernor and J. Glenn Beall, Jr, for 
U. S. Senator. 

About 2,470 Democrats and 590 
Republicans voted in Greenbelt’s 
three precincts. This represents 
about a 45 percent turnout for the 
Democrats and a 25 percent turn¬ 
out for the Republicans, In the 
Springhill Lake precinct, the Dem¬ 
ocratic turnout was about 36 per¬ 
cent compared with 50 percent for 
the rest of Greenbelt. 

Generally speaking, Tydings and 
Hart made their best showing in 
the Springhill Lake and Center 
school districts. Mayor Francis 
White received the highest Green¬ 
belt vote — 1.236 — among the 
candidates for county commission¬ 
er, doing' best in the Center school 
district Francois and Smith also 
pulled well in that district, while 
Garrity and Aluisi showed up best 
in the other districts. 

In the Democratic State Central 
Committee contest, the Greenbelt 
vote for local personages were 
Rhea Cohen, 703; Bruce Bowman, 
524; Irene Hensel, 367; and George 
Panagoulis, 283. None of these, 
however, won seats on the Com¬ 
mittee, though former Greenbelter 
Louis Pohoryles did. One Green- 
belter running for the Republican 
Central Committee was success¬ 
ful _ Michael Gendel. 

In the Circuit Court Judges race, 
James H. Taylor, William H. Mc¬ 
Cullough, and Samuel J. DeBlas- 
is finished in that order in the 
Greenbelt balloting.

Jaycees Ask Assistance 
To Clear Lake Debris

Last year at this time the Green¬ 
belt Jaycees (twenty-five strong) 
attempted to clean the lake and 
the two tributaries that feed the 
lake. Manned with rakes and nets 
and working in hip boots and in 
row boats, they accomplished a 
considerable amount of work. Four 
dump trucks full of debris includ-, 
ing tires, cans, bottles, telephone 
poles and innumerable other items 
were taken out of the water. The 
only thought that became evident 
at the end of the day was that 
twenty-five men could not come 

close to accomplishing what needed 
to be done. 

Now again they have evaluated 
the work that needs to be accomp¬ 
lished and they cannot do it alone. 
The lake is fairly clean despite a 
continual ring of litter around its 
perimeter. But the two creeks 

that feed the lake are in deplorable 
condition. The main concern is 

the creek that feeds the settle¬ 

ment basin; beyond the basin ev¬ 
ery five or ten feet there is a stop¬ 
page in the creek and also several 
absolute dams that send the water 
out and around to rejoin the creek 
at a later point. At each of these 
dams the water is left to stagnate 
and collect litter. 

The Greenbelt Jaycees will be out 
at the lake Saturday, Sept. 19, do¬ 
ing their best with thirty-five men 
this year. Now they must plead 
with the community for help. 

A conservative estimate of 200 
men has been made by the project 
committee to be sufficient man¬ 
power to accomplish the cleaning 
of the lake and creek areas. The 
Jaycees need the help of all the 
men’s clubs and organizations in 
the community and any individuals 
woh are interested in conservation 
and having a cleaner and healthier 
recreation area. The project will 
begin at the parking lot adjacent 
the lake on Crescent Road at 9:30 
a.m., Saturday, Sept. 19. If you 
would like to help or have any 
questions, please call project chair¬ 
man Jim Daffron at 474-5054.

ments differed also from SOOCfs in 
stressing many positive aspects of 
the revised Master Plan. Both com¬ 
mended the MNCPPC for the gen¬ 
eral excellence of the plan—part¬ 
icularly stressing a proposed 
grade separation at the Kenilworth 
-Greenbelt Road intersection, and 
recognition in the plan of the need 
for additional open space and re¬ 
creational area in the city. 

The city also commended the eli¬ 
mination of garden-apartment zon¬ 
ing in the northwest corner of the 
city (the Springhill Lake tract 
north of the Beltway) and the sub¬ 
stitution of restricted commercial 
zoning, which would permit devel¬ 
opment of an office park and mo¬ 
tel convention center adjacent to 
the Beltway and behind the State 
Roads Commission building on 
Kenilworth Ave. Council also en¬ 
dorsed the proposed extension of 
Interstate 95 into the District of 
Columbia as a means of reducing 
traffic movements through the city 
of Greenbelt. 

Assumptions Challenged 

Among the group of individuals 
who testified later concerning the 
Master Plan proposal, two — Kath¬ 
erine Keene and Dorothy Sucher — 
challenged underlying assumptions 
which they felt the school board 
and the MNCPPC were operating 
under. Miss Keene objected to the 
proposition that a complex of ele¬ 
mentary-junior high-senior high 
was in itself desirable. Referring 
to comments at a recent school 
board hearing that educators en¬ 
dorse the idea of schools at differ¬ 
ent levels utilizing adjacent land 
and facilities, she noted that after 
some research in professional jour¬ 
nals and consultation with officials 
in the National Education Associa¬ 
tion and the U. S. Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, 
she had been unable to find any 
professional endorsement of such 
plants as educationally desirable. 
Indeed, she noted, the whole idea 
of the junior high school was to 
separate the younger children from 
the older ones. 

Mrs. Sucher objected to the rel¬ 
atively new specification that sen¬ 
ior high schools must occupy a 
minimum of 40 acres of land. She 
noted that no such limitation ap¬ 
plied when parcel 15 was first rec¬ 
ommended for use as a high school 
site. As she grew older, she said, 
she had seen many fads come and 
go. She urged the Commissioners 
not to be “hidebound” by such fig¬ 
ures from consideration of parcel 
15 as a suitable school site. The 
important thing, she stressed, was 
that the schools be good schools. 

Two residents of Lakecrest de¬ 
velopment opposed parcel 15 as a 
high school site, as suggested in the 
city’s statement as a possible al¬ 
ternative to parcel 2. James Bates, 
President of Woodland Hills sub¬ 
division, on the other hand, ex¬ 
pressed the opposition of his or¬ 
ganization to a school on parcel 2. 

Spurred by these objections to lo¬ 
cating a school on the two avail¬ 
able sites within the boundaries 
of “old Greenbelt,” Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert G, Stone spoke in favor of 
building necessary schools now, 
recognizing — as Stone said — that 
“some pollution may be necessary.” 
(Most obiections to the suggested 


sites stressed the heavy traffic and 
attendant air pollution that would 
be generated by the school.) 

In rebuttal Bates drew audience 
applause for his ringing defense of 
long-range planning. He stressed 
that we must differentiate between 
short- and long-term effects of 
plans now made. A one or two- 
year delay in starting construction 
of a high school might offer un¬ 
pleasant short-term effects in the 
form of overcrowded schools, he 
noted; but these would be as noth¬ 
ing compared to the long-term dan¬ 
ger from traffic that generations of 
children in the neighborhood might 
be subjected to if the proposed plan 
for the three-school complex on 
parcel 2 should become a reality. 

One of the last speakers, Gabriel 
Sucher, a student at the Junior 
High School, drew favorable com¬ 
mendation from Commissioner 
Francois for his courage in coming 
out to testify. Young Sucher par¬ 
ticularly objected to the routing of 
an access road to Springhill Lake, 
which appeared to be shown on 
the map as cutting across the pre¬ 
sent Junior High School athletic 
field. He also endorsed the idea of 
rapid transit over freeway transit, 
differing with the city’s endorse¬ 
ment of 1-95,
